Game for Cricketers. 


“"QUICKFIELD” 


_A game specially designed to 
improve fieldiig is receiving the 
attention of coaches and games 
masters in England just now. 
The inventor of the game is Mr. 
W. G. Quaife, who spent practical- 
ly the whole of his life as a first: 
clase cricketer with Warwickshire 
‘and who therefore can be accept: 
ed as an expert. He calls the 
Bame, which requires no equip- 
ment other than a ball, and some- 
thing to miark out a ground clear- 
ly, “Quickfleld,” and. its object is 
to train fielders to stop and gather 
a ball, regain equilibrium ‘and 
throw . the ball accurately to a 
given point so quickly that the 
whole procedure of picking up and 
throwing may be completed ina 
few strides, : 
“It is well-known among cricket- 
ers,” said Mr. Quaife in explain- 
ing .“Quickfield,” that flelding and 
throwing in English cricket are 
not of a high standard, even in 
county games.

Material Is Is Secorid 
to None. 


With Japanese des sacri shelling 
the Chinese porta at Woosung, 
Japanese, Marines — teading the ad- 
vanee against the Chinese defences 
[near Shanghal, _ the Navy of Dai 
Nippon ‘is once more fulfilling its 
role as the decisive factor of armed 
power in the Far East, . writes 
Hector C. Bywater, the Dally Tele- 
graph’ naval correspondent. 

Formidable in itself it gains in- 
eakulably in strategic, and, there- 
'fore, political, influence by the 
geographical remoteness of Japan. 
While Japan is able to mass her en- 
tire fleet at any point desired in the 
Western Pacific, no rival Power 
could utilise more than a fraction 
of its force In that area without the 
requisite base facilities, and these 
‘do not exist, Hence the relative 
strength of the Japanese Navy is 
far greater than is indicated by a 
mere counting of heads. 

When the Jast big shipbuilding 
programme was introduced the 
Japan Chronicle wrote: 

“This great navy is to be pullt 
solely that Japan may be able to do 
things on the Asiatic mainland, and 
present them to the world as accom- 
plished facts, without running the 
tisk ‘of the Powers offering ‘advice’ 
such as they offered in 1895 regard- 
ing’ Liaotung, The .expansion of 
the navy is not for the purpose of 
being aggressive, but for ‘the pur- 
pose of deterring protest If aggres- 
sive action, should for any reason be 
committed.” 


Inside Own’ Waters. 
In spite of {ts immense political

Offcérs Account. of His 
Experience. 


i officer member of the Imperial

here there wasn’t any fugs made, as 
there were no lives lost, and the 
navy were very quick in their re- 
prisals, for they captured about 200 
Chinese who were implicated, and 
recovered nearly all -the stolen 
cargo. . 

“We officers and eituars were 
the worst losers, for the pirates 
atole gear to the value of about $300 
from each of us, the local guilds 
have the matter in hand. The ex- 
perience was far from being plea- 
gant, as you can well imagine, but 
we wore all very lucky to get off as 
we did for they seemed a pretty 
1 suppose I must
